The John W. Leitch, Jr. House, built circa 1925, is an excellent illustration of the Dutch Colonial Revival-

style, a popular suburban housing form commonly found nationwide in planned neighborhoods in the 

second quarter of the twentieth century. The isolated location of this high-style suburban dwelling in the 

rural community of Huntingtown documents the pervasive influence of the Colonial Revival style and the 

suburbanization process upon twentieth-century housing both nationally, and in Calvert County. Further, 

the historic barn and chicken houses document the agricultural ties of the property to the unplanned 

development of Huntingtown in the 1920s. 

The Leitch House is a two-story wood-frame dwelling set on a stretcher-bond brick foundation. The 

now-enlarged wood-frame building is clad with vinyl siding and capped by a gambrel roof sheathed in 

asphalt shingles. Indicative of the style, the roof is pierced by large shed-roof dormers on the facade and 

rear, each with two 6/1 vinyl-sash windows that flank smaller paired 6/1 vinyl-sash windows. The 

overhanging eaves of the roof have been covered in vinyl, obscuring the original profile of the cornice. 

The first story of the facade has two sets of triple 6/1 vinyl-sash windows with vinyl surrounds. The 

central entry has a one-leaf, paneled, wood door with four-light, wood paneled sidelights. A one-story, 

one-bay portico supported by wood Tuscan posts shelters the entry. There is one exterior-end, stretcher-

bond brick chimney on the eastern end of the house. Recent additions which do not impact the integrity 

of the main block include a one-and-a-half-story garage on the western end of the house, and a one-story 

addition on the northeastern end of the house. Both of the additions have brick foundations, vinyl siding, 

and front gable-on-hipped roofs sheathed in asphalt shingles. There are four historic outbuildings include 

a barn, two chicken houses, and garage.

SETTING 
The Leitch House at faces south, fronting on Hunting Creek Road. A circular gravel driveway leads to the house from the road. 
The 3.5-acre property is located to the west of Huntingtown, northeast of Calvary Church. The site is level with grass and mature 
trees surrounding. The historic outbuildings are located to the north of the house. 

PRIMARY RESOURCE 
The Leitch House is a two-story wood-frame dwelling set on a stretcher-bond brick foundation. The now-enlarged wood-frame 
building is clad with vinyl siding and capped by a gambrel roof sheathed in asphalt shingles. Indicative of the style, the roof is 
pierced by large shed-roof dormers on the facade and rear, each with two 6/1 vinyl-sash windows that flank smaller paired 6/1 vinyl-
sash windows. The overhanging eaves of the roof have been covered in vinyl, obscuring the original profile of the cornice. The 
first story of the facade has two sets of triple 6/1 vinyl-sash windows with vinyl surrounds. The central entry has a single-leaf, 
paneled, wood door with four-light, wood paneled sidelights. A one-story, one-bay portico supported by Tuscan wood posts 
shelters the entry. There is one exterior-end, stretcher-bond brick chimney on the eastern end of the house. Recent additions which 
do not impact the integrity of the main block include a one-and-a-half-story garage on the western end of the house, and a one-story 
addition on the northeastern end of the house. Both of the additions have brick foundations, vinyl siding, and front gable-on-hipped 
roofs sheathed in asphalt shingles. 

SECONDARY RESOURCES 
There are four contemporaneous outbuildings associated with this property: a barn, two chicken houses, and a garage. The barn is 
located approximately thirty yards to the northeast of the house. It rests on a concrete-block foundation, is clad with vertical wood 
boards, and has a front-gable roof sheathed in standing seam metal. It has overhanging eaves and exposed roof rafters. The two one-
story chicken houses are located northeast of the house as well, but closer than the barn. They sit in a row from south to north. The 
chicken house closest to the house sits on concrete-block piers, is clad with vertical wood boards, and has a shed roof covered with 
sheets of corrugated metal. It has overhanging eaves, exposed roof rafters, a six-light triple window, and the one-leaf door is 
constructed of board-and-batten siding. The board-and-batten siding is also found on the western side of the shed. The second 
chicken house also sits on concrete-block piers, is clad with vertical wood boards, and has a shed roof covered with sheets of 
corrugated metal. It has overhanging eaves, exposed roof rafters, and multiple doors constructed of vertical wood boards. A metal 
belt runs around the middle of the structure. The historic garage sits to the north of the current garage addition. It is a one-story, one-
bay structure constructed of concrete blocks. It has a front-gable roof sheathed in standing seam metal, and a wood block cornice. It 
has one open vehicle bay.

Another excellent example of the Dutch Colonial Revival-style in Calvert County for comparative purposes is the circa 1925 house 
located at 9006 Dayton Avenue (CT-1242) in North Beach.

I t i s an example of the 1920's continuation of the Colonial 
Revival, a s tory-and-a-half framed and weatherboarded, gambrel-
roofed s t r u c t u r e . There are two ex te r io r end-wall chimneys 
p a r t i a l l y concealed by one-story wings tha t are o r ig ina l 
to the house. A shed-roofed monitor dormer l i gh t s the second 
s to ry . The facade i s three bays long, but both of the bays 
t h a t flank the s ide- l igh ted and transomed cen t ra l doorway 
are made up of c lu s t e r s of windows. The or ig ina l sash are 
six over one. A porch she l t e r s the f i r s t story of the facade. 
I t has a pedimented roof and c l a s s i c a l moldings.
